SiHTiuN  1.— The  Board  ..f  Scliool  Tr\ist(  es  uf  the 
('ity  of  Siiint  Joliu  is  constituted  by  the  JKtli  Section 
of  the  Common  Seliools  Act  1.S71, and  is  composed  of  seven 

members,  tiiree  of  whom,  includin;;'  tlu;  Chairman,  are 
appointed  l)y  tlie  Governor  in  Council,  and  fom-  Ity  tlie 
tVimraon  Council  of  the  City.  Four  members  of  the 
Board  constitute  a  iiuorum.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Cliairman,  the  Board  is  aiithori/.ed  to  appoint  a  Chair- 
man temporarily. 

Skction  2.— The  Board  is  authorized  by  law  to  ap- 
point a  Secretary,  at  a  salaiy  not  exceeding-  $1,000  a 
v(>ar.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  written  ballot, 
and  shall  liold  ofiice  dvu-inj;-  the  pleasure  of  tiie  Board. 

SECTION'  3.-  At  tlie  first  rc-^ular  meetin,;;-  in  each 
year,  the  Board  shall  elect  rint  rocc  the  following;- 
standing;'  Connuittecs  :  1.  On  Rules  and  IJe^ula- 
tiims:  '1.  On  Accounts;  J..  On  Keal  Estate  and 
School-buildinns  ;  4.  On  Teachers  and  Salaries  :  o.  On 
Contino-encies.  The  nunnber  tirst  named  on  a  Com- 
mittee shall  be  tlie  Cliairman,  unless  otherwise  agreed 
upon  by  the  Committee. 

Section  -i.— The  Board  shall  hold  its  regular  meet- 
ings on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  at  three 
o'clock,  p.  m.  Spcvial  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
Chairman  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  or  when- 
ever three  mcnil»ers  of  the  Board  shall  rec|\iest  him  to

Sf/'TION  5.— The  Board  shall,  at  it?  rof»ular  meetino' 
in  October,  or  at  a  special  meeting;'  to  be  held  in  tUat 
month,  appoint  th(^  Teachers  for  the  cuniinj;'  year;  find 
sliall,  from  time  to  time,  fill  sneh  vacancies  as  may 
occur,  or  direct  the  Conniiittee  on  Teachers  t*»  do  so. 

l)LT[i;S  OF  (JIAIUMAN. 
Srctiox  ].— The  ('hairman  sliall  call  the  J^oard  to 
order  at  tiie  hour  appointed  f<tr  meetin*;^,  and  cause  the 
records  of  the  last  meeting  to  be  read  as  soon  as  a 
(luorum  is  present.  Business  shall  proceed  in  the  fol- 
lowing order,  tudess  the  Board  otherwise  direct; — 

1.  Unfinished  Imsiness  of  preceding  meetings. 

2.  Heading  of  communications  and  action  thereon. 

3.  Reports  of  Committees. 

4.  Motions,  orders,  resolutions,  petitions,  etc. 

Section  2. — The  Chairman  shall  preserve  order  in 
the  meetings,  and  he  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board  by  any  mend)er,  which 
appeal  shall  be  decided  foithwith  ;  lie  may  speak  on 
jjoints  of  order  in  preference  to  other  nuinbers. 

Section  3. — The  Ch.airman  sliall  name  th.e  member 
entitled  to  tlie  floor,  when  two  or  more  claim  it. 

Section  4.~Tlie  Cliairman  sliall  state  to  the  Board 
in  their  order,  all  motions  when  seconded.and  they  shall 
be  acted  upon,  unless  withdrawn  by  tlie  mover  previous 
to  an  amendment.     He  shall  also  declare  the  n .  >.lt  ot 
each  vote. 

Section  5. — The  Chairman  shall  consider  a  motion 
to  adjourn  always  in  order,  except  when  a  member  has 
the  floor,  or  a  ijuestion  has  been  put  and  not  decidovl, 
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HkcTION  6. — All  special CununittfL'S  sliall  be  uoiniuated 
by  the  Chairman,  unless  otlierwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

SEcnox  7. — Members  shall  always  address  the  Chair- 
man when  introducing  a  resolution,  or  other  matters, 
and  shall  avoid  personalities  and  otlier  interruptions. 
All  motions  shall  be  seconded  Ijefore  discussion,  and  the 
Chairman  may  re(iuire  any  motion  to  be  put  in  writing^ 

Section  8. — The  action  of  the  Board  on  any(|uestion 
may  be  reconsidered  at  the  same  meeting  b}  a  majority 
of  the  members  present ;  but,  at  a  subse([uent  meeting, 
a  majority  of  the  whole  Boarvl  shall  be  re(|uired. 

Section  !>.— Every  meml)er  present  sliall  vote,  unless 
excused  by  tlie  Board. 

Section  K). — If  objection  to  the  n-ading  of  any  paper 
is  made  it  shall  be  decided  by  vote  of  the  Board. 

Section  11. — The  Chairman  shall  deposit  in  tlie  Bank 
designated  by  the  Board  all  school  moneys  whicli  s'ndl 
come  into  his  hands,  and  he  shall  draw  checks,  counier- 
signed  by  the  Secretary,  for  the  payment  of  all  bills  ap- 
proved by  the  Committee  on  Ac>.'Ounts,  or  ordered  by  the 
Board.

names  of  its  nvjmbers,  and  shall  give  such  other 
notices  as  the  Board  may  re(iuire.  He  shall  transmit  to 
raemberfj  of  the  Bo;ad,  Committees,  teachers, "or  other 
persons  to  whom  they  properly  belong,  or  who  should 
properly  receive  tnem,  copies  of  votes,  resolutions  or 
documents. 

SkcI'IoN  3.— The  Secretary  shall  prepare  the  rei)orts  of 
the  Board;  and  generally  shall  perform  such  oUier  duties 
in  connecti..n  with  bis  office  as  the  Board  may  requu-e 
of  liim. 

THE   SUPKIUNTKNDENT. 
Section  1.— The  Board  may  appoint  a  Superinten- 
dent, who  shall  devote  himself  to  the  study  of  the  public 
school  rystem,  and   keep  himself  awjuainted   with  the 
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proj^ietis  of  diacipliue  in  otlier  places;,  in  order  to  sug- 
gest appropriate  means  lor  the  advancement  of  the 
public  schools  in  this  city ;  and  see  that  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Board,  in  regard  to  the  schools,  are 
carried  into  full  effect. 

'Skctiox  2. — He  shall  visit  each  school  as  often  as  his 
other  duties  will  permit,  tliat  he  may  obtain,  as  far  as 
practicable,  a  personal  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  all 
the  scliot)ls.  He  shall  examine  the  pupils  of  the  several 
departments  from  time  to  time,  to  ascertain  their  pro- 
gress, and,  previous  to  the  close  of  each  tei-m,  he  shall 
grade  sucli  pupils  as  mny  be  ])repared  for  advance- 
ment to  a  higlier  department.  He  may  during  a  term 
advance  any  pupils  who  are  properly  (jualified.  He 
shall  advise  the  teachers  on  the  best  methods  of  instruc- 
tion and  discipline,  and,  to  promote  this  object,  he  shall 
hold  such  meetings  of  tlie  t<3achers  as  are  required  under 
Kegulation  2'd  of  tlie  Board  of  Education.  He  shall 
render  such  aid,  in  connection  with  his  office,  and  com- 
municate such  inforniation  to  the  Board  and  its  various 
Committees  as  they  may  reciuire  of  him. 

>Skction  3. — At  the  close  of  each  semi-annual  school 
term,  the  .Superinttmdent  shall  present  to  the  Board  a 
report,  giving  an  accomit  of  the  schools  he  has  visited, 
and  the  other  duties  lie  has  performed,  together  with 
such  facts  and  suggestions  relating  to  the  condition  of 
the  schools,  and  the  increase  of  their  efficiency  and  UdC- 
fulness  as  he  may  deem  advisable.

SCHOOL  RULES  AND  REGULATIOxN'S. 


"  Tlu>  Schools  shiiU  open  i)uiu'lua]ly  at  !>.;{u  a.  m.,  and 
closo  at  ;'...{< I  p.  in.,  with  an  iMt<'nuissioM  of'  ono  hour  I'roni 
1L*.;'.()  to  l.:U)  o'l'lock.  There  sliall  also  bo  a  morning  rccpsa 
ol"  not  nioro  than  1")  minutes  to  be  yiven  between  halt-past 
ten  and  eleven  o'eloek,  and  in  the  I'rimary  Schools  only,  an 
afternoon  recess  often  minutes,  to  be  p;iven  about  :{  o'clock. 
••The  teachers  are  required  to  be  in  their  respective 
schools  at  least  :?<»  minutes  before  the  time  fixed  for  opening 
the  school,  and  pupils  on  entering  are  to  be  subject  to  the 
rules  of  order  for  school-hours. 

"  Xo  teacher  shall  be  absent  from  the  school  d-iring  the 
prescribed  hours  witho\it  permission  from  the  Trustees,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  sickness,  in  which  case  the  absence  is  to  be 
immediately  reported  to  the  Trustees  through  their  Secre- 
tary. 

"  The  teachers  shall  see  that  the  carc-takeis  of  the  school 
huildingL.  taithf'ully  perform  their  duties,  so  that  the  rooms 
are  kept  in  proper  order  in  respect  to  cleanliness,  neatness, 
heating  and  ventilation.  In  winter  the  temperature  during 
tlie  first  hour  of  the  morning  and  at\ernoon  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 70  degrees,  nor  (iO  degrees  during  the  rest  of  the  day. 
The  teachers  shall  exercise  strict  \  igilance  over  all  the 
property  under  their  charge,  have  a  care  that  yards,  r>lieds, 
and  outhouses  are  kept  clean  and  in  order,  and  see  tliat 
their  respective  rooms  are  locked  after  school  hours. 
Prompt  notice  of  any  supplies  which  mfiy  be  required  for 
the  schools,  or  repairs  to  buildings  or  furniture  is  to  be 
given  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trustees.

"  When  the  schools  are  visited  by  the  Chief  Superintend- 
ent of  Education,  the  Trustees  and  their  Secretary,  t'ne 
City  Superintendent  or  the  County  Inspector,  the  pupils 
shall  rise  from  their  seats  upon  the  entering  and  retiring  of 
the  visitors,  and  the  utmost  respect  be  pnid  them  while  in- 
specting tlie  school. 

"  Every  teacher  shall  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
school  room  a  Time-Table,  approved  by  the  Trustees,  show- 
ing the  order  of  exercises  for  each  day  in  the  week,  and  tlie 
lime  devoted  to  each  per  day. 

"  Th(^  School  Register  shall  be  k(>pt  v  ith  the  greatest 
care  and  accuracy,  and  the  roll  be  called  every  morning  and 
afternoon  before  the  commencement  of  school  work. 

"  In  the  conduct  of  the  school  the  strictest  order  must 
be  maintaiiied,  but  no  teacher  shall  resort  to  corporal  punish- 
ment as  a  means  of  discipline.  When  the  conduct  of  a 
pupil  is  such  as  to  merit  extraordinary  punishment,  the 
circumstances  shall  at  once  be  transmitted  in  writing  to  the 
Trustees  through  their  Secretary  tor  their  decision. 

"  Teachers  are  requirtnl  to  kei^p  a  record  of  the  address  of 
the  parents  or  guardians  of  their  pupils,  and  so  fi'r  as  is 
consistent  with  their  other  duties,  endeavor  by  intercourse 
with  them  to  make  themselves  acquainted  \a ith  the  tempera- 
ment, habits,  and  wants  of  their  scholars. 

"  A  Koll  of  Honor  shall  l)e  kei)t  of  those  pupils  who  are 
not  absent  a  day  froni  school  diu-ing  each  term  :  and  in 
cases  of  transfer  an  Honor  Certificate  shall  be  given  to  eacii 
pupil  n(»t  absent  a  day  Iroiu  school  wl>il«^  enrolled  on  the  re- 
gister. 

"Teachers  are  reciuired  to  keep  a  Merit  Book  for  the 
daily  recording  of  the  school  standing  of  the  pupils,  to  be 
made  up  and  registered  weekly,  and  statedly  reported  to  the 
p'lrents  or  guardians  of  the  scholars. 

"  Tej^chers  are  recpiired  to  bo  particular — That    the   pupils 
come  to  school  clean  and  tidy  in  person  and  clothes ; 
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avoid  idleness,  profanity,  fnlaehood  and  deceit,  and  iiuar- 
relling  and  fighting  :  bo  kind  and  coni-teons  to  llicir 
fellows,  obedient  to  their  iMstructors,  diligent  in  their 
studies,  and  conform  to  the  rules  of  tho  school.  That 
they  present  an  oxcnse  from  parv^nt  or  guardian  for 
tardiness  or  absence  from  school.  That  Ih-y  he  pre- 
sent at  each  inspection  and  examination  of  the  school 
or  department,  or  present  a  satisfactory  excuse  for  ab- 
sence. 

That  they  be  aiv.enable  to  the  teacher  for  any  m*  ^conduct 
on  the  school  jjreraises,  or  in  going  to  and  returning 
from   school,  except  when  accompanied   by   parent  or 
guardian,  or  some  person  appointed  by  them. 
That  they  come  '■^  school  with  tho  prescribed  text-books 
and  school  recpiisites  needed  in  the  classes. 
"  Teachers  are  not  to  udmit  or  allow  to  continue  in  school 
any  pupil  affected  with  or  exposed  to  any  contagious  disease, 
until  all  danger  of  contagion   shall  have   passed   away,  is 
certified  in  writing  by  a  medicul  man. 

"  No  collection  shall  be  taken  up  or  subscription  be  sohct- 
od  in  school  for  any  purpose,  or  notice  of  shows  or  exhibi- 
tions given  without  the  consent  of  the  Trustees. 

"Any  school  property  that  may  be  wilfully  injured  or 
destroyed  by  any  pupil  is  to  be  made  good  fortluxith  by  his 
or  her  parent  or  guardian.  " 
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
